(icenfc salt pump, but also supplies cheApIy 
ho staves, hoops and barrel heads in which 
the salt is finally shipped away. 


A salt well is bored by a simple device like 


an ordinary rock drill, from four to six 
inches broad, attached to ash poles, dacb 
dine thirty feet long, fitted nicely together 
as the well progresses downward. When

QUALITIES OF THE WATEB. 


Next to the pumping-rooms, the first object 
o draw attention is a structure which, 4een 
idcwise, suggests the sections ot an East 
iver dry-dock. But all the interior is filled 
vith square cisterns set side by side, and coV- 
ring a space say 100 feet long by half as wide. 
ly- rough estimate these cisterns are ten feet 
vide, thirty or forty long, and six feet deep.

ours before, and its varied hues are due to 
-homjcal changes caused by exposure' to 
ho air, and by the precipitation of impuri- 
ies. 
In one tank the water is clear as 


crystal ; in the next it is of a tawny thud 
int; then comes a tank where the fluid takes 


the lustrous inky color of deep ocean 


vater, and in a fourth cistern it is pea- 
green. Next go to the water as it comes 
traight from the well and flows purling from 
he rough wood trough connecting with the 
lump. Here the water is bright and spejrk- 
ing as a mountain brook. Taste it It ii as 
ritter as wormwood, with an intense :pucker- 
ng savor, as nauseous as a strong fluid dose 
of quinine. All its saltness seems lost in {the 
acid, sickening bitterness, which remains! in 
.he mouth long after the tongue has touched 
no fluid. In 'fact, however this taste, which 
seams bitter, is. only saltness intensified. For 
he water contains.more than ninety percent. 
of all the salt that water can possibly be made 
to dissolve. It is rather more than ten times 
as salt as sea wator-iof which 850 gallons are 
needed for a bushel -of salt— and at some wells* 
twenty-flve gallons 'of Saginaw salt will pro- 
will produce a bushel of, solid salt crystals, 


THE STEAM ROOM. 


Finally we, reach the salt works proper, 


or " block," as the local title goes, in which 
lie water is evaporated from the solid ingre. 
dionts and , the nalt product actually made 
It is an immense low building with a single 
compartment. : Across it from side to qide 
run vats about one foot deep, crossed length- 
wise by a long set of planks, serving for a 
footway. , From each vat pours out a 
volume of steam, filling the building ^itb 
a thick, warm fog, so dense that the gaze 
can penetrate only a few feet. Pipes filled 
with steam run at the bottom of the vate, 
keeping the waters steadily twenty or thirty 
degrees below the boiling point. The process 
of evaporation may be briefly described 
from its initial stage: First, the settled 
water from the cisterns is mn into a set, ol 
vats where the temperature is raised to about 
180 degrees. Then it is drawn to a second set 
raised to a heat ton degrees higher. Here 
the crystallization of the salt begins. The 
hot water presently begins to look more mur- 
ky; next white flaky masses float on top, «nd 
gradually as they increase sink to the bottOiu. 
These lira the salt crystals, which ere-long be- 
gin to form a white bed on the vat's bot
